Of the Jurisdiction and Property of the State ; its Leg- 
islation and Laws. 



CHAPTER I. 

SOVEREIGNTY AND JURISDICTION. 

AN ACT sivins the oonsent of the Iiesislature of the State of Delaware to 
the purohaee by the United States of Ijand within this State for the purpose 
of erecting Forts, Masaaines, Arsenals, Dockyards and other needful 
Buildinss. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Delaware in General Assembly met : 

Section i. That the consent of the Legislature of Dela-conBentof 
ware be and the same is hereby given to the purchase by the punfhage 
Government of the United States, or under the authority of u.s.\1o*'v^ 
the same, of any tract, piece or parcel of land not exceeding fo^^^e^ 
one hundred acres in any one place or locality from any indi- J*J*' ^^^^^^ 
vidual or individuals, bodies politic or corporate, within the 
boundaries or limits of the State of Delaware, for the purpose 
of erection thereon of forts, magazines, arsenals, dockyards 
and other needful buildings; and all deeds, conveyances, or^^ 
title papers for the same shall be recorded as in other cases r^dTnK, 
upon the land records of the county in which the land so **'* 
conveyed may be situated ; and in like manner may be re- 
corded a sufficient description, by metes and bounds, courses 
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and distances, of any tracts, legal divisions, of any public 
land belonging to the United States, which may be set apart 
by the general government for any or either of the purposes 
before mentioned, by an order patent, or other official docu- 
ment or papers so describing such land. The consent herein 
and hereby given being in accordance with the eighteenth 
clause of the eighth Section of the first Article of the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and with the Acts of Congress 
in such .cases made and provided. 

Kxemp- Section 2. The lots, parcels, or tracts of land so selected,

poses before mentioned, shall be held exempt from taxation 
by the State of Delaware. 

^overeign- SECTION 3. The sovereignty and jurisdiction of this 
juriBdic- State shall extend over all lands hereafter acquired by the 
Htate'to United States within the limits of this State, so far as that all 
extend to. ^j^- j ^^^^ criminal process, issued by virtue of any law of this 
State, may be executed in any part of the lands so acquired, 
or the building or structures thereon erected.

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CHAPTER 2. 

OF THE STATE HOUSE. 

AN ACT to provide for the payment of amounts remainins due for Chansea 
and Bepairs of the State House. Furniture, &o. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Delaware in General Assembly met: 

Section i. That the sum of four thousand four hundred Appro- 
and sixty-seven dollars and sixteen cents ($4,467.16), be andmoney'to 
the same is hereby appropriated out of any moneys in the S?^?? on 
State Treasury to the credit of the General Fund and setHSJSe. 
apart for the purpose of paying the remainder of the amounts 
contracted and remaining due for changes, alterations and re- 
pairs in the State House and the furniture therein, done 
under orders of the committee of the two houses, appointed 
for that purpose at the last session of the Legislature. The 
said amount shall be paid out by the State Treasurer upon how paid, 
orders drawn by the said committee and signed by the Chair- 
man thereof and attested by its Secretary.

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CHAPTER 3. 

OF THE STATE HOUSE. 

AN ACT providins for the appointment of a Committee to make neoesnary 
Bepairs in the Boof of the State House, to have the outside of the State 
House repainted and to purchase necessary Furniture for the different 
Oflloes, Halls and Booms of the State House, and appropriatins Three Thou- 
sand Dollars for the payment of the same. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Delaware in General Assembly met : 

Section i. That a Joint Committee of two on the part of 
the Senate and three on the part of the House of Representa- 
tives, be appointed by the respective Speakers of the Senate 
and House, whose duties shall be to cause such repairs to be 
made in the roof of the State House as they may deem neces- 
sary, to cause the State House to be repainted on the exterior 
thereof, and to purchase such furniture as may be necessary 
for the different offices, halls and rooms in the State House. 

Advertise. SECTION 2. The Said Committee shall advertise for pro- 
Sd?. ^ posals for all work and furniture to be done and supplied under 
Award of the provisious of this Act, and shall award the contract there- 
for to the lowest responsible bidder or bidders. The said 
Committee shall have all needful power and authority therefor 
when appointed. 

<:o«t. Section 3. That the cost of the repairs, repainting and 

furniture as provided for in this Act, shall not exceed the smn 
of three thousand dollars, or as much of said sum as may be 

How paid necessary for the purpose of this Act. Any moneys appro- 
priated for the expenditures provided for in this Act shall be 
paid by the State Treasurer upon orders drawn by the saijd 
Joint Committee, signed by their Chairman and attested by

count of their expenditures to the next session of the General 
Assembly.

That the Senate and Represenative chambers senate 
in the State House at Dover, together with all the other rooms Jentauve 
on the second and third floors of said State House shall be, at conSoTof. 
all times, for the exclusive use of the Legislature, and under its 
control. 

Section 2. That the two communicating rooms situated ^^' 
at the northwest comer, on the first floor of said State House, offices, 
are hereby designated as the Governor's Offices and assigned 
to said officer. 

Section 3. That the room situated on the north side of ^"texrea. 
said State House on the first floor, adjoining the Governor's "arer. 
offices, is hereby designated as the office of the State Treasurer, 
and assigned to said officer. 

Section 4. That the three communicating rooms, and the Offices of 
fire proof vault situated at the Southwest comer, on the first of state? 
floor of said State House are hereby designated as the offices 
of the Secretary- of State, and assigned to said officer. 

Section 5. That the room situated on the South side of omceof 
said State House and on the first floor thereof, and adjoining Accounts, 
the offices of the Secretary of State on the East side, is hereby 
designated as the office of the Auditor of Accounts, and as- 
signed to said officer. 

Section 6. That the room situated on the South side of y^ce^of^ 
said State House, on the first floor thereof, and adjoining the 
office of the Auditor of Accounts on the East side, is hereby 
designated as the office of the Judiciary, and assigned to the 
use of the Judiciary- of the State of Delaware.

AX ACT to amend Chapter 6, Volume !?• I<aw> of Delaware, entitled *'An 
Act to establish the State Library." 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Delaware in General Assembly met : 

Section i. That Section 8 of Chapter 6, Volume 17, 
Laws of Delaware be and the same is hereby stricken out and 
the following inserted in lieu thereof, "Section 8. That the 
Librarian shall be allowed the sum of one hundred dollars 
per year to defray the current expenses of the State Library, 
and for the expenditure of the money appropriated for that 
purpose he shall present his vouchers to a committee of the 
Legislature appointed at any biennial or adjourned session, to 
settle with the State Librarian." 

Appro-^ f Section 2. That said Chapter 6 be and the same is 
Soofor**^ hereby further amended by striking out Section 10 of said 
Chapter and inserting in lieu thereof the following, "Section 
10. That the Librarian shall annually, under the direction 
of the Supreme Court expend a sum not exceeding three 
hundred dollars for the purpose of purchasing judiciary re- 
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ports, preference being given to supplying the missing vol- 
umes of sets of reports in the Library, and also for purchas- 
ing a copy of the History of Delaware by J. Thomas Scharf.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Delaware in General Assembly met : 

Section i. The State Library shall consist of the books, contents 
pamphlets, maps, charts and documents of every kind nowi,^br^ry. 
belonging to the same, together with such others as it may 
hereafter acquire by gift, purchase, exchange or otherwise. 

Section 2. The Governor shall, on the first Tuesday of Appoint- 
April in the year A. D. 1883, and every two years thereafter, [Sl^ov^ 
appoint a State Librarian, who shall hold his office for thesufeu. 
term of two years, beginning on the ninth day of April next Term**^* 
following his appointment, and until his successor is duly 
appointed and qualified. Before entering upon his duties the 
Librarian shall take the oath of office and give a bond to the Bond ap- 
State in the sum of two thousand dollars, with two sureties ETovernor 
to be approved by the Governor^ conditioned for the faithful condition, 
performance of his official duties, the safe keeping and de- 
livery to his successor of all property belonging to the Li- 
brary ; such oath and bond to be filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State. 
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Section 3. The Librarian shall have general charge of 
Duties, the State House, and shall see that the same is properly cared 
for. He shall, by and with the consent of the judges of the 
Court of Errors and Appeals, make such rules and regula- 
tions governing the Library and its use as may to them seem 
Books to proper. He shall keep a complete record of all the books 
turned taken from the Library, and require the return of the same 
dftys. uu- within thirty days, unless renewed by a written application ; 
newS but in no case shall there be more than one renewal. 

In case any person taking books from the Library should 

fail to return the same within thirty days or renew as above

Immediately upon the publication of the laws 
by the Secretary of State, he shall deposit in the Librar>' 
DutieH H8 fifty copies, and the Librarian shall send a copy of the same 
oHhe^ialvsto the librar>' of each State and Territory' in the Union, one 
state^lnd to the CongTcssional Librar>% one to Delaware College, one 
Re port*«. to the Historical Society of the State of Delaware, and one 
to the New Castle County Law Library. The Secretary of 
State shall also, upon the receipt of the Judicial Reports, and 
the Chancery Reports, place in the Library', in addition to the 
number now required by law to be placed therein, a number 
of copies thereof equal to the number of States and Terri- 
tories of the United States, and the Congressional Library-, 
Delaware College, the Historical Society of the State of Del- 
aware, and the New Castle County Law Library, and the 
Librarian shall thereupon transmit one copy thereof to the 
library of each State and Territory above named, one to the 
Congressional Library, one to Delaware College, one to the 
Historical Society of the State of Delaware, and one to the 
New Castle [County] Law Librar>\

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AN ACT to amend Chapter 4 of the Bevised Statutes of the State of Delaware, 
relating to the passing and publication of Laws. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Delaware in General Assembly met : 

Section i. That Section i of Chapter 4 of the Revised 
Statutes of the State of Delaware be and the same is hereby 
stricken out and the following inserted in lieu thereof: 
"Whenever a bill/order, resolution or vote of both Houses of the 
General Assembly, first being duly enrolled and signed by the 
President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and having been approved and signed by the Gov- 
ernor, or not having been returned by him with his objections, 
becomes a law or takes effect, it shall forthwith be received 
by the Secretary of State from the Governor ; and whenever 
a bill, order, resolution or vote is returned by the Governor 
with his objections and on being reconsidered, is agreed to be 
passed and is approved by three-fifths of all the members elected 
to each House of the General Assembly and thereby becomes 
a law, or takes effect ; it shall be received by the Secretary of 
State from the President of the Senate or the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, in whichsoever house it shall last 
have been so approved, and the Secretary of State, if the bill, 
order, resolution or vote, be of a public nature, shall imme- 
diately upon the adjournment of the General Assembly, have 
three thousand two hundred copies, accurately printed in 
pamphlet form, with proper notes and index, and shall care- 
fully preserve the originals.

CHAPTER 12. 

OF JUDICIAL REPORTS. 

AN ACT in relation to the publication of the report of the Decisions of 
James L. TVoloott, late Chancellor. 

Whereas, In accordance with Chapter 223, Volume 14, 
Laws of Delaware being a Joint Resolution authorizing the 
publication of the reports of the Chancellor, the Chan- 
cellors of this State have collected, reported and from time to 
time published certain equity cases as therein provided ; and 

Whereas, James L. Wolcott, late Chancellor of this State 
died leaving certain cases determined by himself unpublished, 
which cases are altogether about sufficient to complete an addi-

AN ACT to appropriate Money for the purpose of paying the Expenses of an 
Encampment of the National Guard of Delaware. 

Whereas, The State of Delaware has for many years 
maintained a National Guard for purposes of protection with- 
in the State, and in order to afford to such of her citizens, as 
desire to avail themselves of the opportunity to acquire a 
military training that would fit them for service in the armies 
of the Nation in case of need ; and 

Whereas, The State Militia has not for several years 
had the opportunity to acquire a knowledge of maneuvers 
and practice in the field and in camp, which is so necessary 
in order to fit them for service in the Nation's Armies, and to 
protect their health, their lives and their equipments, when 
engaged in active service ; and 

Whereas, It is a duty which the State owes to its militia 
and to its patriotic citizens who may enter the military ser- 
vice, to provide them with all knowledge, experience and 
training that may be necessary to fit them for their duties as 
soldiers ; and 

Whereas, At the present time a war with a Foreign 
Nation seems imminent, and a call by the President of the 
United States for troops to protect the Country from possible 
invasion and such other services as the emergency may re- 
quire, will in all probability be made in a short time ; now

Be it enacted by the Seriate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Delazvare in General Assembly met : 

Voters Section i. That whenever any of the qualified voters of 

^'"mtary*" this State shall be engaged in the military or naval service of 
this State or of the United States, and as such absent from

Section i8. It shall be the duty of the school committees 
of the several school districts for white children in the State, 
to make assessment lists for their respective districts. Such 
lists shall consist of the rates of persons of all the white male 
inhabitants of the district ovei twenty-one years old ; of the 
rates of the personal property of all the white inhabitants of 
the district ; and of the clear rental value of all the assessable 
real estate within the district owned by white persons. The 
personal property of all white persons now subject to tax for 
school purposes in the school district shall be liable to assess- 
ment and tax for school purposes in the school district, only 
in which it is actually located ; and it shall be the duty of the 
school committee of the several districts for white children as 
aforesaid within the limits of this State, making the assess- 
ment lists for their respective districts, to place thereon the 
rates of the personal property now subject to tax for school 
purposes in the school district in which it has an actual loca- 
tion, irrespective of the residence of the owner thereof. The 
school committees of the several school districts within this 
State shall not take the rates of personal property from the
